the Nye committee investigating 
campaign expenditures today. 

The late Democratic nominee for 
President declared he was falsely 
quoted in the language which ap- 
peared under the caricature, and 
added that, since the Republican 
National Committee admitted dis- 
tributing more than 800,000 copies 
of the cartoon, it should distribute 
800,000 retractions through the 
game channels. 


Smith's letter was one of several 


developments which enlivened the 
morning session of the committee. 
J. Matt Chilton, Republican Na- 
tional Committeeman for Kentucky, 
admitted he had received 36500 
from the National Committee for 
use in Kentucky in the recent elec- 
tion, and that he had kept no rec- 
ord of how it was distributed, and 
hence was unable to make an ac- 
counting. 
Klan Paper to Three States. 

F. H. Creech, a committee in- 
vestigator, disclosed on the witness 
stand that special editions of the 
Fellowship Forum, pro-klan organ 
published in Washington, were 
shipped to no less than three 
states in the recent campaign for 
the purpose of aiding candidates 
for the Senate. The candidates thus 
to be aided were Senator Robsion 
(Rep.).

“The understanding apparently 
was that although both Galen and 
his opponent, Senator Walsh, were 
Catholic, Walsh, the Democrat, had 
more sense, and therefore was con- 
sidered more dangerous.” 

“When you say more danger- 
ous,’ do you mean to the Power 
Trust?” asked Chairman Nye.

Literature Obtained by Lucas.

Describing the taking of his pris- 
oner from him, the Sheriff said: 

“My deputies, Gabe Purcell and 
Bob Jones, were with me, and we 
had the prisoner on a five*foot 
chain, attached to his handcuffs. 
I heard men call out, ‘Get him!’ and 
then Purcell and I were seized and 
pinioned. Purcell said, ‘I don’t care 
anything about him (meaning the 
prisoner), but I don’t like to have 
you boys handle me this way.” 

Went Home and to Bed. 

The Sheriff said he and Purcell 
were not disarmed by the crowd. 
They were turned loose with their 
revolvers still in their possession, 
but made no attempt to recapture 
the prisoner or to follow the crowd. 
“I came home and went. to bed,” 
the Sheriff said. 

The Sheriff says he supposed the 
men who wished to see “justice 
done” meant that they wished to 
see Gunn duly convicted of the 
murder of Miss Colter, for which 
he was to be arraigned in Circuit 
Court yesterday. Everyone else in 
Maryville seems to have known 
that the program was to take the 
prisoner from the Sheriff at the 
Courthouse entrance, carry him in- 
to the country and burn him in the 
little old school house, which had 
been closed since the teacher's 
death. The only change made in 
carrying out this program was that, 
instead of being left inside the 
school house when it was fired, 
Gunn was chained to the roof, that 
the crowd of more than 1000 might 
get a better view. . 

The thoroughness with which 
the local preparations were made 
appeared when Barney Dougan, 
Chief of. Police of Maryville, ad- 
mitted that he was asked in ad- 
vance to “direct traffic” as the 
automobiles, following the prison- 
er and his captors, should move 
out of town toward the school 
house. He said he declined to un- 
dertake the traffic job. 

“Tt was out there in the crowd,” 
Dougan said, speaking of the time 
when the prisoner was seized, ‘‘but 
I couldn't do anything. There was 
such a push that 1 couldn't get 
anywhere near.“

No official announcement has 
been made by Prosecuting Attor- 
ney Rathbun or Circuit Judge 
Reeves, of any plan for convening 
a grand jury to investigate the 
lynching. Unless there is an exodus 
of white persons as general as that 
of the Negroes, a grand jury would 
find plenty of witnesses who could 
describe the scenes of the seizure 
in Maryville and the burning at 
Garrett schoolhouse. 

Street groups were still talking 
today of the incidents of the 
march, over a county road and 
across several fields, in which the 
chained prisoner was led by a 
group of men, the same who had 
taken him at the courthouse door. 

Whether because they were con- 
fident that there would bé no pur- 
suit, and that there was plenty of 
time, or because they did not wish 
to use an automobile with its 
identifying license tag; the mob 
leaders chose to walk their pris- 
oner to the scene o? the erime. 


Prisoner Attacked by Crowd. 


When the start from the Court- 
house was made, the prisoner was 
exposed to random attacksfrom the 
crowd following him and his cap- 
tors. Men pushed their way 
toward him, tore away his upper 
garments, jerked the shoes from 
his feet, and pinched his body with 
automobile pliers. It seemed that 
he might be torn to pieces before 
the crowd was out of Maryville. 

Then the few leaders of the 
crowd gathered about him. “Let 
this nigger alone until we get him 
to the school house,” they com- 
manded. One man, on either side 
of Gunn, seized the belt which still 
supported his trousers, and a third, 
also holding to the’ belt, marched 
behind him, as a bodyguard, to 
protect him from further attacks. 

The road was not a straight one, 
and the prisoner and his captors 
turned into a field to take a short 
cut, The honking automobiles. 
rushed ahead of them, and their 
occupants joined the crowd impa- 
tiently waiting in the cold, at the 
roadside school house, where men 
were carrying out desks, black- 
boards, books and an old piano. 

The same protecting group took 
Gunn, in his stocking feet and with 
chest bared, into the little room 
where some evidence of the tragedy 
still remained. . 

„Here's where you hit her with 
that club,” the men told him, 
“And over there is where she ran 
to get away from you. And there's 
where you killed her, and we're 
going to kill you.”

| An increase of $2,369,500 allowed 
by the House Appropriations Com- 
mittee for 600 additional agents in 
the Prohibition Bureau resulted tn 
the filing of a minority report by 
Representative Tinkham (Rep.), 
Massachusetts. 

In all the Prohibition Bureau 
was allotted $11,369,000 for the 
next fiscal year. The total carried 
for the Justice Department was 
351,239.00, an incfease of $5,843, - 
000. The Labor Department figure 
was $13,880,000,. with an increase 
of more than $1,000,000 for depor- 
tation of aliens and other Immigra- 
tion Bureau uses. 

Tinkham’s minority report as- 
sorted: 


officers provided for in the bill 
will add a new measure to the cor- 
ruption, lawlessness and perjury 
now generally connected with the 
| enforcement of prohibition, and 
must increase the present resent- 
ment of and contempt for law and 
government and the disrespect of 
the administration of justice in the 
United States.” 

Mitchell Declines to Answer. - 

The transcripts of closed hear- 
ings before the committee dis- 
closed that | Attorney-General 
Mitchell declined to answer ques- 
tions on prohibition policy pro- 
pounded by Tinkham. 

“I have never openly entered 


F prohibition,” Mitchell testified, “if 
I could avoid it. I think it would 


my department if I got into a dis- 
cussion of these controversial mat- 


it and I will ask the committee to 
excuse me.“ 

But Director Woodcock of the 
Prohibition Bureau, testified under 
questioning: 

“We do think we can stop the 
open traffic in intoxicating liquor.

In his minority feport, Tinkham 
noted that “neither the Attorney-

| bition would estimate what the ul- 
timate cost of enforcement might 
be.“ 

No Grape Juice Comment. 

Mitchell was asked the official 
attitude of the department toward 
the “commercial, ‘arge-seale sale 
of grape-juice concentrates that 
become 14 per cent wine by addi- 
tion of air and water” by Tink- 
ham. He declined to discuss it. 

The -:Attorney-General testified 
there was congestion in a “‘limited 
number” of Federal courts and ex- 
plained the addition ef prohibition 
agents would mean some ificrease 
in court business. 

Woodcock, asked by Tinkham 
whether he approved the practice 
of tapping wires to obtain informa- 
tion on dry law violations, replied: 

“I do. I have no qualms at ali 
about that, Sir. I think the tele- 
phone and telegraph franchises are 
given for the transmission of law- 
ful business and the promotion of 
lawful commerce. I do net think 
that the unlawful have any right 
to use them with impunity. 
least -I do not think that I can run 
this bureau on any other basis 
than the Supreme Court has de- 
scribed as lawful.”

Heman Judson Pettengill, who 
began his business career 57 years 
ago as a telegraph operator and 
rose to the highest office in the 
Southwestern Bell Telephone Co., 
died last night at St. Luke’s Hospi- 
tal of the infirmities of age. He was 
79 years old. 

Coming to St. Louis 18 years 
ago, he was successively vice presi- 
dent, president and chairman of the 
board of the southwestern com- 
pany, retiring in 1927. He was for 
two years president of the Munici- 
pal Theater Association, a director 
of the olt National Bank of Com- 
meree, and headed various organ- 
izations of descendants of early 
colonists. 

Born at Brunswick, Me., April 8, 
1851, Mr. Pettengill learned teleg- 
raphy by practicing at the local 
telegraph office while attending 
public school. In 1870 he became 
operator for the. Western Union at 
Augusta, Me., and four years later 
was made night cnief operator at 
Boston. 

* Joined Bell in 1899. 

He had served as manager or 
superintendent for various tele- 
graph companies when, in 1899, he 
entered the newer telephone indus- 
try as vice president of the Ameri- 
can Telephone and Telegraph Cos 
subsidiaries operating in Ohio, 
Michigan, Wisconsin, Minnesota, 
the Dakotas, Arkansas and Texas. 
From 1965 to 1908 he was presi- 
dent of the Bell company at Min- 
neapolis. 

In 1908 he became vice president 
of the Southwestern company at 
Dallas and in 1911 was transférred 
to St. Louis. In 1917 he was made 
president of the company two 
years later chairman of the board. 

As a telegraph operator at Bos- 
ton Mr. Pettengill worked beside 
Thomas A. Edison. In later years, 
Mr. Pettengill delighted in telling 
of what he believed was Edison’s 
first invention. 

“The cockroaches bothered us 
when we ate our lunch and Tom 
Edison strung an exposed wire 
along the edge of the table where 
the roaches used to climb up.“ Mr. 
Pettengill related. “Any roach 
that touched that wire would give 
us no further trouble.” 

Headed Many Organizations. 
Among the organizations which 
Mr. Pettengill headed during his 
life in St. Louis were the New En- 
gland Society of St. Louis, the So- 
ciety of Colonial Wars. the League 
to Enforce Peace, the Missouri So- 
ciety of the Sons of the Revolution 


fand the Society of Mayflower Des- 


cendants. As president of a branch 
of the Telephone Pioneers of 
America he was active in preserv- 
ing documents and appliances of 
the early days of the industry. 

Mr. Pettengill was a direct des- 
cendant of John Alden and Pris- 
cilla Mullins of the Mayflower 
group and also was descended from 
George Soule and Francis Cooke of 
the Pilgrim party. His first Amer- 
ican ancestor of the surname, Pet- 
tengill, arfrived at Salem, Mass., in 
1630. 

In 1875 he married Miss Elisa - 
beth Keene of Charlestown, Mass., 
who died in 1897. In 1904 he mar- 
ried Mrs. Elizabeth Lee Murphy of 
Jamestown, Ky., who survives him. 
Mr. Pettengill resided with his 
wife in the St. Louis Country Club 
grounds. He has three sons by his 
first marriage. Marrison V.. 6456 
San Bonita avenue, Clayton: He- 
man J. Jr., Boston; and Russell &. 
Chicago.

DEVELOPMENT OF WATERPOWER 
PUBLIC PURPOSE, REPORT SAYS 


St. Lawrence Commission Asserts 
New York State Is Competent 
to in Project. 

Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, Jan. 13.—Devel- 
opment of waterpower in the St. 
Lawrence River is a public pur- 
pose and the State of New York 
is competent to engage in such a 
project, the St. Lawrence Power 
Development Commission has been 
informed in a report by its counsel. 

“In our opinion, the State, in 
its proprietary capacity, is the ab- 
solute owner of the southerly half 
of the bed underlying the waters 
of the St. Lawrence River,” the 
report of counsel said. “In the 
absence of specific. grants to use 
the bed of the river the State alone 
has the right to construct dams or 
weirs or other structures, and the 
State may remove such structures. 

“In our opinion, the State of 
New York, in its proprietary ca- 
pacity, is also the owner eof the 
waterpower inherent in the flow 
of the St. Lawrence River, over 
that part of the bed which it owns. 
Until such time as the State shall 
desire to use the flow of the 
stream, it is probably permissable 
for private riparian owners to 
draw water from the stream for 
their own use.”

4 earned the gratitude of consumers 
throughout the country by its insistent 
and consistent emphasis of the conse- 
quences of Secretary Hyde's decision to 
ignore provisions of the pure food laws 
in the matter of corn sugar and corn 


f= syrup. Without going into Mr. Hyde's 


qualifications to determine what is or 
is not “wholesome,” it is a fact there 
are certain pathological reasons. for in- 
terdicting corn syrup in certain ailments, 
and further, corn syrup (or sugar) is 
distinctly inferior in flavor and sweeten- 
ing qualities, and therefore the public 
has a right to demand that when it 
pays for cane sugar it receives cane 
sugar. 

If this were the only result of Mr. 
Hyde's reactionary decision, it could be 
passed by, perhaps, but it fs quite ap- 
parent that this is the opening wedge to 
destroy the protection which the con- 
sumer now enjoys as a result of the long 
battle to get these laws on the statute 
books. 

In this connection, it is interesting to 
recall that several years ago a chain 
bakery was charged with using a con- 
siderable proportion of plaster of Paris 
in its bread and cakes. Analysis and 
testimony disclosed the presence of that 
substance, and it would have been use- 
less for the company to deny it was 
using the stuff, so it marshaled its “ex- 
pert” chemists who each testified that 
plaster of Paris was a “wholesome” food 
ingredient furnishing valuable .“rough- 
age“! 

Evidently the chain company got 
away.“ with its argument, for its products 
are still offered for sale. It clalms it 
no longer uses plaster. But from that 
day when I listened to the arguments in 
that case, I have never permitted those’ 
products to be used in my family. And 
by the same token, I will not knowingly 

use the products of any concern which 
is 3 to lend itself to the impairment 
of the pure food laws, as the corn syrup 
_people are doing. Nor am I alone in 
: this. Feeling among consumers, par- 
; ticularly at this time, is very bitter.

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MR. FIRRIss ON MUSCLE SHOALS. 

Henry T. Ferriss, president of the Investment 
Bankers’ Association, opposes Government operation 
of Muscle Shoals on the ground that it is unfair 
to private business. Mr. Ferriss omits to state that 
during the past 10 years private business has had 
every opportunity to acquire Muscle Shoals, but has 
failed to make a bid for it justifying serious con- 
sideration. Dven Henry Ford, who will buy almost 
anything at fancy prices, offered the Government 
the junk dedler’s price of 6 cents on the dollar for 
a property worth its weight in gold. The power 
companies want the Government to shoulder the huge 
investment of public money in Muscle Shoals and 
give them the cream by selling to them at the switch- 
board power generated at the plant. If the Govern- 
ment did that, it would be in the highest degree 
foolish. 

Muscle Shoals is a unique problem. It is not as 
though the Government had decided arbitrarily to go 
into the power business. It is alréady in the power 
business. The question resolves itself into whether 
it is going to run that business properly, realizing 
a decent return on the $150,000,000 or so invested 
there, or whether it is going to be bulldozed into 
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and their stockholders. For 10 years, the power com- 
panies, through their pewerful lobbies, have balked 
a sensible settlement of the question, and it is time 
we had a showdown. 

Mr. Ferriss would have one believe that the pas- 
sage of the Norris bill might be the prelude to whole- 
tale entrance into all sorts of business by the Gov- 
ernment. There is nothing to justify that expecta- 
tion. Furnishing electricity, water, gas, power, etc., 
all necessities of modern life, is recognised by law 
as quasi-public and not the same as private business. 
That is why we have tried to regulate them. What 
public operation of the Muscle Shoals plant would 
do, besides putting a huge property to work after 10 
years of practical idleness, would be to furnish a 
yardstick for the intelligent regulation of private util- 
ities.

The modification of the consent decrée of 
1920, by Justice Jennings Bailey of the Dis- 
trict of Columbia Supreme Court, is econom- 
ically based on the changed situation cre- 
ated by chain store developments of the past 
decade, It is highly probable that the de- 
cree of 1920 would not have taken such 
drastic form as it did had those develop- 
ments been foreseen. The anti-trust law 
contemplated the safeguarding of the in- | 
dependent dealers, retail and wholesale, 
against monopolistic exploitation by the 
big packing houses and as well the proteo- 
tion of consumers’ interests by the miain- 
tenance of competition in the food trades. 
Yet independent retailers and wholesalers 
have been crowded out in the past 10 years 
more than they ever were before. 
chain stores have done it. 


Justice Bailey still had the interesta of 
the independent dealers in mind in his de- 
cision, for he denied that part of the pack- 
ers’ petition praying that they be allowed 
to sell their products at retail. His honor 
contended that control by the packers of 
great quantities of food products all the way 
from producer to consumer “would proba- 
bly result in the almost complete annihila- 
tion of the independent grocers, already a 
minority in number.” In view of the fact, 
however, that, within the past five years 
the chain stores had added the retailing of 
meats and related products to their busi- 
ness, the Justice decreed that the packers

Convention Bureau’s Proposal 
Opposed However by Oy. 
Officials. 


An effort is being made by the 
St. Louis Convention and Publicity 
Bureau to have the plans for the 
Municipal Auditorium changed, but 
city officialg are prepared to stand 
by the pr t proposal. 

Charles E. Williams, 8 
of the bureau's Auditorium Con- 
mittee; Henry W. Kiel, former 
Mayor, and others suggested at 
a luncheon of the bureau at Hotel 

tler yesterday that the large 
auditorium be omitted from the 
plans and the exhibition space in- 
creased. A considerable area is 
already included for exhibition pur- 
poses. The argument of these 
speakers is that The Arena, 5700 
Oakland avenue, made a big audi- 
torium downtown unnecessary. 

President Kinsey of the Board of 
Public Service, in charge of the 
planning and constructien of the 
auditorium, insists that the audi- 
torium on the Memorial Plaza site 
is needed as planned originally. 
Kinsey also disapproves of the pro- 
posal of some downtown interests 
that the auditorium be built on the 
river front, as he says narrow 
streets would make it difficult of 
access and that such a site would 
not be convenient for hotel guests. 

Henry R. Weisels, a real estate 
dealer, has announced that a site 
bounded by Third, Main and Vine 
streets and Washington avenue, 
corhparable in size to that on Mem- 
‘orial Plaza is being held urder op- 
tion. However, the city has ac- 
quired all but three small lots in 
the plaza auditorium site, which 
faces the uth side of Market 
street, between Fourteenth and 
Fifteenth streets. and anticipates 
no difficulty in obtaining the re- 
mainder. A bill adopting the plaza 
site and appropriating $4,750,000 
for construction of the auditorium 
was introduced in the Board of Al- 
dermen last Friday. 

If any material change in the 
plans should be made it would 
mean the sacrifice of those already 
drawn, which cost nearly, $250,000, 
Kinsey says. Mayor Miller has in- 
dicated that he would back Kinsey 
in resisting any effort to change 
the present proposal.

It may be that the increase is 
much greater than this. 
Mist, Snow, Gale. 
A thick mist, alternating with 
falling snow and a gale of wind, 
made navigating difficult for sev- 
eral days. Bergs loomed up only 
a few ship’s lengths ahead. The 
other night we had an anxious mo- 
ment when a towering berg about 
half a mile long was perceived 
through the mist square across our 
course, leaving barely time to 
swing the ship to avert a collision. 
A protracted period, still more 
anxious, was when a blizzard which 
we thought we would weather out 
in the ice pack, developed into a 
full hurricane from the southeast. 
We then were almost at the south- 


open, iceberg-strewn waters tof the 
D’Urville Sea, which wefe lashed 
into a fury, consolidating the ice 
pack into a grinding mass against 
the ship. 
This pack was of no ordinary 
nature, but was composed largely 
of weather-worh masses, the size 
of Atlantic icebergs, The discov- 
ery escaped into open water which 
was seething under the lash of the 
wind. The wind increased rapidly 
to 70 miles an hour, measured by 
our meteorologist at deck level. 
Frozen spindrift and gusts of snow 
abscured our view, and with the 
ice pack behind, we could not run 
from the wind. 
Ice Warriors Assembled. 
The brave ship tumbled and 
staggered in the unequal on- 
slaught, but was driven steadily 


ever conceived, the fury-driven, 
heaving, frenzied, grinding masses 
of thie vicious ice pack. Here the 
conquering ice warriors of many 
stormy engagements were assem- 
bled to meet us. 

They raised themselves neh on 
every sea, peering at us in antici- 
pation and evil intent and then as 
suddenly descended into the trough 
and were submerged in a sheet of 
blinding spray in seeming punish- 
ment for their over-eagerness for 
our destruction. Rising in tri- 
umphant glee, they appeared to 
reach out at us, nearer and yet 
nearer. 

We survive to relate that “by 
skillful handling the ship escaped 
destruction by the cruel rocks of 
ice and Capt. Mackenzie succeeded 
in working, through God's great 
will, into the calmer waters of a 
slack area within. The hurricane 


escape, and in the evening hours, 
under the screen of the murky at- 
mosphere, drove back the pack and 
‘thrust viciously at us a reserve 
bombardment of grinding bergs. 
But They Slip 

Once more, when all seemed 
Lopeless, we slipped out of the 
noose into a slack area.

In one day the whole body of the 
pack under cover of swirling snow, 
was driven 50 miles and crumpled» 
against the immovable grounded 
barrier of ice and icebergs once 
charted as Claire Island.

USSIAN propagandists make 
some unfortunate mistakes in 
trying to charm the American 

public. One of the films sent out 
by Amkino showed contrasting 
scenes of Nepmen dancing to jazz 
in a Moscow restaurant, and work- 
ers studying in an uncomfortable 
proletarian club. 

No doubt the laboring classes 
outside of Russia should be in- 
spired by this glimpse of studious 
young men and women. The fact 
remains, however, that it is poor 
propaganda for America, the av- 
erage youngster here being much 
more interested in dancing than in 
spending his evenings at serious 
work. Propaganda films showing 
Communist youth enjoying them- 
selves in pleasant surroundings 
would make much more of an im- 
pression on nonradical workers. 

The American working man has 
absorbed to an extent unknown in 
other countries the bourgeois 
standard of living. Owing to our 
defective system of distributing 
wealth, he is not always able to 
come near such a standard; at the 
present time many workers con- 
sider themselves lucky to be near 
the ragged edge of subsistence. 

Still, the bourgeois standard re- 
mains the ideal. American work- 
ers are much more likely to be 
converted by proof that the Rus- 
sians enjoy good automobiles, ex- 
cellent radio sets and comfortably 
furnished homes than by several 
tons of inspiring theory. 

Before appealing successfully to 
Americ’, Russia will have to make 
a great change in her standard of 
living. She will also have to learn 
to feature the flesh pots in her na- 
tional publicity. 

& 


The interweaving of the classes 
is another reason why Communist 
propaganda finds hard sledding in 
the United States. So many fami- 
lies: contain representatives of the 
proletariat and the bourgeoisie in 
their own ranks that drawing class 
lines and fomenting hatred becomes 
doubly difficult. 

The carpenter who sent his son 
to college and made him an attor- 
ney cannot readily work up a 
white-hot rage against the profes- 
sional class. The compositor whose 
brother owns a grocery store is 
likely to be fairly tolerant toward 
the small merchant. The factory 
worker whose daughter married a 
school teacher is not always easily 
inflamed against soft-handed intel- 
lectuals. 

An important factor in promot- 
ing class mingling is the small- 
town lodge. There are several hun- 
dred secret. societies in America, 
most of them being centered in the 
nation’s Middletowns. In the 
smaller communities, membership 
usually includes workers, farmers, 
merchants and even the local bank- 
ers, all of whom have been sworn 
to brotherhood under the impres- 
sive ritual of the United Cuckoos. 

While this spirit of brotherhood 
seldom if ever functions in case of 
a lockout, a general reduction in 
wages, or an 8 per cent loan, the 
mere fact of belonging to the same 
fraternity prevents the lower paid 
members from developing a strong 
class consciousness, 

The classes are becoming less 
fluid in America and the lodges 
are declining in influence. How- 
ever, it will undoubtedly be a long 
time before the lines between 
groups grow sharp enough to bring 
cheers from Communist evangel- 


ists,

No doubt a saner system of pro 
duction and a juster method of dis- 
tributing wealth will arise some 
day in the United States. It is like- 
ly, however, to be better suited to 
American psychology than ¢ the 
present system of Russian life. 

The fact that Communism might 
undergo much change as it spreads 
never seems to occur to its more 
short-sighted followers. They 
might, for once, consider with 
profit the history of certain great 
religions. 

Christianity was centered at first 
in a small, determined group bent 
on converting and unifying the 
world. The story of the heresies 
that developed as it spread and the 
great changes that took place in 
its principles and practice are 
worthy of any Communist’s atten-

and how picture themes originate. 
This is a typical example. The very 
moment an idea strikes you square- 
ly} You know you've got it. And 
you get all enthused. You eat it, 
Breathe it, dream it till you barely 
ean restrain yourself from starting 
work upon it. 

One of the strange things about 
motion picture stories is that the 
inexperienced writer usually thinks 
of some weird, impossible incident 
or situation away off in some ro- 
mantic isle to which an audience 
might be transported, in imagina- 
tion. Experienced story-makers 
have, sometimes, been able to write 
wonderful tales of such things. 
“The Bird of Paradise,” for exam- 
ple. What most overlook is the 
fact that the homely tales which 
excite sympathy and possibly re- 
call similar incidents in individual 
lives, are really the most popular 
of all stories. Only, there must be 
unexpected quirks or angles to 
bring surprises. I am reminded of 
“Wee Willie’ Keeler, the diminu- 
tive baseball player who ended his 
seasons with remarkable batting 
averages. 

“How do you do it?” a sports 
writer queried. “How do you get 
the ball pust all those great field- 
ers?“ 

„J don’t know,” Keeler replied. 
1 just hit em where they ain't.“ 
That's what a picture story must 
do. 

“Grandma’s Boy” has been rated 
one of the best pictures I ever 
made. The idea for it was taken 
virtually from my own life. I had 
a dear old grandmother who 
adored me and, if she could have 


That was the central idea. The 
gag about being thrown down a 

ell by my “rival” and my cheap 
little cotton trousers shrinking ale 
most to my knees while my coat 
sleeves drew up to the elbows— 
that was exaggerated imagination. 
And you may remember, too, that 
when Grandma gave me Grand- 
father’s suit and shoes from the 
old trunk, I strutted over to see my 
sweetheart. The moth balls found 
in Grandpa’s pockets I put in my 
girl’s box of candy in order to get 
rid of their odor. And, of course, 
presently found myself in a position 
where I had to eat some or else 
expose my perfidy. Then the kit- 
tens came in to lick the koose 
grease from Grandfather’s shoes 
and the harder I shoved them away 
the more they insisted on coming 
back. (Just between ourselves, I 
had coated those old shoes with 
salmon juice and catnip to make 
the kittens stick till the scene was 
“shot.’’) 

Now these incidents were not 
wholly from my own mind. I have 
assistants who helped plan them. 
When I have selected my idea or 
theme, we all go into a huddle at 
the studio or even up in the mount- 
ains to work the situations out. The 
entire story and all the “gags” are 
built on definite, well known rules 
of psychology. The sympathy of 
the world always is with “the under 
dog.” In “gagging” a picture, it 
must be seen that the butt of 
ridicule suffers no real pain or 
misery or else the laugh becomes 
transformed into a tragedy. A 
solemn, dignified man may slip on 
@ banana peel and we will laugh as

he falls. But if he fractures his 
skull in the fall, our guffaws give 
‘way to exclamations of awe or 
horror. A fellow chases his derby 
across a sloppy street, the hat get- 
ting dirtier and sloppier every mo- 
ment, We grin derisively. But if 
in fhe chase, the man is run down 
and trampled by a team of horses. 
that sudden quirk of fate gives us 
a feeling of terror. 

We laugh at a men in a woman's 
dress because we feel our superior- 


ity over him. For the same reason 


we laugh at awkwardness, at stut- 
tering, at the man who speaks with 
a brogue, at a Punch-and-Judy 
show. We laugh when a seemingly 
difficult thing is easy to do and we 
roar with glee when an easy thing 
becomes difficult.

HILE I was on à railroad 
train bound for New York, a 
. crowd of college boys and 
girls got aboard at Albuquerque, N.

little at a time, or snuffed back 
through the nose and expectorated. 

It is common belief that clearing 
the nose by snuffing back and 
“hawking” the mucous from the 
nose and throat is dangerous, be- 
cause it is Mable to force infectious 
material back into the inner ear 
tubes. This is, however, an errone- 
ous belief. 

Snuffing back and “hawking” has 
a tendency to clear the mouths of 
the inner ear tubes, as well as the 
nasal passages. 

On the other hand, improper use 
of nasal douches or cups in cleans- 
ing the nose is fraught with dan- 
ger, since infectious material may 
in this manner be forced into the 
inner ear, setting up inflammatory 
reactions. 

An important safeguard when 
using a spray or a douche for clean- 
ing the nose is to keep the mouth 
open and to refrain from swallow- 
ing until the upper respiratory tract 
has been cleared by snuffing back. 

The open position of. the mouth 
tends to pinch the inner openings of 
the ear tubes tight, thus preventing 
the entrance of foreign substances 
into the eustachian tubes. The act 
of swallowing tends to open the 
tubes. 

The suffering due to a cold may 
bé much decreased and the danger 
of complications somewhat lessened 
by keeping the nasal passages clear. 
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a botanist with a wide knowledge 
of flower petals and ferns, using 
that knowledge for the study of 
fingerprints to capture criminals.
